Democracy is in peril, 
in peril five years after the greatest 
triumph democracy has ever had. 

“Why is democracy safer? It is 
slower to begin, it does not bring its 
forces into action in the way per-

haps an autocracy does, but in a 
struggle it is the heart that tells, 
and democracy sustains the heart, 
and what happens is that democrat- 
ic institutions alone can produce and 
train men that are able to appeal to 
nations, to rise to those heights of 
sacrifice which kre the last citadels 
or freedom in all lands.

The exposure by the St. Louis Star of the prac- 
tices of a medical diploma mill in this citg is a 
fitting answer to the act of the Missouri Leg@liature 
of 1921 which let down the legal bars of the State 
to the graduates of fake medical schools. 

The act referred to struck the word “reputabie” 
from the old law requiring candidates for physi- 
cians’ licenses to be graduates of reputahfe medical 
schools. The bill was introduced by Senator Ralph. 
whose professed object Was to remove the alleged 
protection of the State from the so-called, ‘doctors’ 
trust.”” Nevertheless, Ralph bitterly opposed amend- 
ments requiring a course of study equal to the 
minimum requirements of the medical colleges in 
a majority of the states and compelling applicants 
for a license to have completed four years of study 
in a of mecicine, two years of which must 
be hospital work. The latter of these 
amendments, however, Was adopted. 

A ware of indignant protest swept the State when 
this and a companion bill were passed, but Gov. 
Hrde turned a deaf ear to the remonstrance and 
the bill became a law. Ag attempt was made to 
refer it to a vote of the péople, but signatures on 
petitions from one of the congressional districts 
were found defective and the issue never came 
before the voters.

Consul Mundt Receives Cabled 
Order—Motive Presumed to 
Be Economy. 


| Closing of the German consular 
office here, dating back to the days 
of Bismarck, and now quartered in 
Suite 506-508 Liberty Central Luild- 
ing. by Dec. 1, in accordance wiih a 
eabled order from Berlin, t# an- 
nounced by the Consul, Dr. Hugo 
Mundt. 

Dr. Mundt presumed that the move 
was for reasons of economy, and 
that the terrttory of this office, com- 
prising Missouri, Arkansas, Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Kentucky, Colorado, New 
Mexico and three Illinois counties 
adjacent to St. Louis, would te di- 
vided among the German consulates 
in Chicago, New Orleans and San 
Francisco. 

Previous to the war, Germany 
maintained 11 consulates in the Un- 
ited States. Economy dictated that 
after the war there be only five, 
which included New York, and be- 
sides the four named. Dr. Mundt 
does not believe any of the other 
offices could be dispensed with, as. 
with the exception of Chicago, which 
covers an enormous interior terri- 
tory, they are in principal seaports 

During the war German consular 
affairs here were handled by the 
Swiss Consul. Dr. Mundt arrived 
here Dec. 31, 1921, but because of 
the delay in establishing peace, he 
was not officially recognized until 
the following July. |

Mrs. Caroline G. Stocke Says Paper 
Executed to Son and Lawyer 
Is Not Aa Intended. 

Mrs. Caroline G. BStocke. wife of 
Jacob Stocke, Sr., of 4177 Magnolia 
avenue, yesterday filed suit to set 
aside an agreement executed Sept. 7 
lastby which she conveyed securities 
valued at approximately $100.000 to 
Arthur W. Butterfield of 4177 Bo- 
tanical avenue, her gon by a former 
marriage, and to Welton H. Rozier. 
a lawyer. 

They were to handle the property 
as trustees and she was to receive the 
net income. The sult alleges that 
plaintiff has found that certain pro- 
visions in the trust document are not 
what gshe intended. 

The petition recites that Mrs. 

Stocke intended that the assets 
should be placed in a safe deposit 
box by the defendants as trustees 
for her and they were not to have 
access to the box, unless In her pres- 
,ence or she consented. However, it 
is alleged, the defendants put the 
property in a box In their names in- 
dividually. Further, she says, she 
‘wanted a provision in the agreement 
giving her the power to revoke the 
trusteeship, but the document, as ex-

FRANKFORT, Germany, Oct. 17. 
—wW. Mittelholzer, who recently 
made an airship flight for nearly 
seven hours over the- northeastern 
part of Spitzbergen and the Arctic 
Sea, is confident that a flight across 


the North Pole tn a large plane & 
feasible. Airplanes are much less 
sensitive to weather conditions than 
Zeppelins, and Mittelholzer thinks 
their greater speed makes them an 
ideal craft for polar explorations, 
provided they can be constructed 
large enough to carry an abundance 
of provisions and a slide for use in 
getting started in case they are 
forced to land. 

Starting from Iceford, with one 
companion. Mittelholzer flew over 
about 1000 kilometers of Spitzbergen 
territory which had not been visited 
by white men, so far ts is known.
